It is the
united testimony of the chaplains in that
struggle that God owned their labors in a
most wonderful manner.

A Jewisi Festivar—"Craxaxa” mng
Feast or Devicarios.—On Monday nix°
commences n festival which ix celebrated
by the Jews during eight days. It com-
memoratas the rebuilding and dedication of
the temp’_e at Jerusalem, which had been
profaned gnd partially destroged by Anti-
ochus, King of Syria. This mouarch sent
ap army of forty thousand foot and 7,000
horse agaiost the Jews, and with his army
went & mumeronus train of slave merchants,
for Antiochus had decided to replenish his
exhansted treasury by the sale of Lis cap-
tives,

Juodas, the son of Mathias, and the cap-
tain of the Jewish force, was able 1o mus-
ter only six thonsand followers for the de-

fense of his people, yet in strict conformity
with the law he permitted half of his small
army to leave him,

With these forces Judas obtained 1
decisive victory overthe hostile host The
rich booty of the Syrian camp fell into his
hands, together with the slave merchants,
who were themselves sold into slavery by
the people they expected to buy and scll.

Thefenst of thededication is a mnoumen-
tal observance commemorative of the sig-
nal favor of the Most High during this pe-
riod of pational trial.

When Jndas and his victorious army re
turned ta Jerusalem, they found the gates
